No, 18 /l)/ 52 -D&L. — In exercise ol the powers conferred by clause (a) of sub- 
lection ( 1 ) of section 3 , read with sub-section ( 2 ) of section 5 of the Minimum 
Wages Act, 1943 (XI of 1948 ), read with the Government of India, Minlst^ of 
Labour Notification No. LP ,24 ( 1 ), dated the 15 th March, 1949 , the Chief Com- 
missioner, Ajmer, hereby fixes the minimum rates of wages within the meaning 
of clause (ill) of sub-section ( 1 ) of section 4 of the said Act, payable to the 
employees employed In the employment specified in the Annexure to this notifica- 
tion and directs that the notification shall be deemed to have come Into force with 
effect from the let September, 1952 : — 

ANNEXURE 

Part I of the Schedule to the Minimum Wages Act, 1948 : — 

Employment in Textile Industry In the State of Ajmer. 

The following minimum wages and dearness allowance are fixed for the cate- 
gories of workers in the textile industr.y as shown in the Schedules A to D below. 
Uvery individual worker working In the Cotton Textile Mills In this State must be 
included in one of the occupations mentioned in the four schedules. 

The employer shall not in the case of any worker reduce his wage to a figure 
below the wage which he Is drawing on the date of the notification. Until work- 
ing class cost of living Indices with the year 1939 as base are framed a flat rate 
of Rs. 2 G per month shall also be given as dearness allowance to all such other 
workers who have not been included in the Schedules A to D.

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Note, — The pay of clerks and typists employed in the Mills at Beawar should 
after the date of this notification not be less than the pay drawn by them on the - 
date of the notification plus an amount eoual to the difflercnce between the mini- 
mum of the scale for that grade now fixed and the basic pay In the corresponding 
scale In the grade on the date of the notification. 

Example: — Suppose an employee working in the present V grade of 40 — 3 — 70 
is drawing Ra. 43 per month, so while fixing him in the V grade on the above,

7 Weavers ■ —For a weaver the following standard of wages is fixed. This 
standard Is determined on the basis of 41.5 pies for Weaving of 10 yards of plain 
cloth (grey) on 46" loom, The Standard specllications, lor this purpose, are taken 
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aa 13s Warp and 13s Weft, with 40 b Reed to in a Dent, and 32s picks per Inch. 
Variations over these specifications in the form of allowances to be deducted or 
added, are provided below; — 

Deductions to be made for Looms with a lesser Reed Space : J per cent, to be 
deducted per Inch below 45 inches upto 24 inches. 

Allowance for Looms’ with a greater Reed Space; For Looms above 45" the 
allowances to be added from 45" to 50" at IJ per cent, per Inch. And additional 
allowance of 2i per cent, per Inch, for 51" and 52" and a further addition of 2i 
per cent, per inch from 63" to 64" and a further addition of 3 per cent, per Inch 
from 65" and upwards. 

The rest of the allowances are to be given as per specifications given in the 
Bombay Award published in Bombay Labour Gazette Vol. XXVI Bombay June 
1947 No. 10. 

The weaving line jobbers should be paid basic wage according to the following 
Schedule on the basis of two loom weaver system.
